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DR. JAMES H. FAIRCHILD DEAD. 


Was President of Oberlin College, Ober- 
lin, Ohio, for 23 Years—Long 
1 Career as Educator There. 
OBERLIN, Ohio, March 19.—Ex-Presi- 
dent Jamhes H. Fairchild, for twenty-three 
years President of Oberlin College, died to- 
night, aged eighty-five years. He was 
connected with Oberlin College for sixty- 
eight years, and had served longer than any 
other college official in the United States. 
Dr. Fairchild born at 
Stockbridge, Mass., in 1817, removed to 
Brownhelm, Ohio, in his early years, and 
was graduated from Oberlin College in 185s, 
He was ordained to the ministry in 141, 
but from the date of his graduation had 
been attached to Oberlin College as a tutor. 
From 1842 to 1847 he was Professor of Lan- 
guages there; he taught mathematics there- 
after until 1858, and was then made Pro- 
fessor of Moral Philosophy and Theology.

Referring to 
his order of Sept. 8, 1898, directing the 
withdrawal of the insurgent troops outside 
the defenses of Manila, Gen. Otis said he 
did not give the insurgents actual permis- 
to oceupy the’ blockhouses which 
Aguinaldo claimed had been given.

about the blackhouses; we are not going 

to take possession of them.” 


Gen. Otis said that Aguinaldo had 


manded of Gen. Merritt the right to 
cupy the palace and to make appointments 
in the civil Government., Gen. Merritt 
cabled Washington for instructions, and the 
reply was that there must be no dual occu- 
pation of Manila. Gen. Otis said he had 
cabled Washington, saying that the taking 
of lloilo meant war and had received the 
response to defer action, which he did until 
the insurgents made war on the United 
States forces in Manila. He had, he said, 
issued his proclamation extending military 
uuthority to all parts of the archipelago 
under instructions from the President. 
(en. Otis said he expressly omitted from 
proclamation the word “ sovereignty,” 
the Filipinos attached to it the 
meaning which the word conveyed to them 
while under the domination of Spain.

WASHINGTON, March 19.—The 
the protection of the President, 
Senator Hoar expected to see pass yester- 
day and which was supposed to be sure 
to pass to-day, still being debated in 
the Senate and its sponsers have found it 
no such easy matter as Mr. Hoar expected. 
Mr. Hoar was quite sure there would be 
no opposition to it except that of Senator 
Bacon, because public sentiment is so 
strong for the adoption of some adequate 
means of protecting the President from 
assassins. He has found, however, that 
there is a very wide difference of opinion 
about the wisdom of the particular kind 
of protection he is advocating. 

The Demecrats, in their speeches to-day, 
asserted over and over again, their detesta- 
tion of anarchy and their strong desire that 
the President be protected, but they pointed 
out clauses in Mr. Hoar’s bill which seemed 
to them foolish or dangerous. The princi- 
pal speech on their side was made by 
Senator Bailey of Texas, who delivered an 
argument that obviously disturbed the Re- 
publican leaders very much. It was on the 
same lines as Mr. Bacon's speech, and was 
generally considered to be strong, cogent, 
and difficult to answer. 

Mr. Bailey declared that there was abso- 
lute unanimity in the Senate as to the de- 
sirability of the end to be attained, and he 
urged the Republicans to bring in a meas- 
ure which would command a unanimous 
vote, He and the other Democrats took 
the ground that the bill as drawn opened 
the door to the punishment of citizens for 
minor offenses or for none at all, and to 
the distortion of the law for partisan pur- 
poses, 

Mr. Bacon introduced the old ill against 
anarchy, which was introduced by Senator 
Hill of New York in the Fifty-third Con- 
gress, and which passed the Senate, but not 
the House, He quoted Senator Purrows as 
having suid that, if this Hill bill had been 
enacted nto iaw, President McKinley 
would not have been assassinated. The 
Democrats will probably support this Dill. 

One of the chief objects of attuck by the 
Democrats were the provisions that any 
person who commits a deadly assault upon 
the President for any cause shall be pun- 
ished with death, whether the President 
dies or not. Mr. Bailey, in speaking of this, 
inquired what would be the effect if the 
President, as a Vice President had once 
done, Went out hunting und got into a 
quarrel over a fence with a man who did 
not know him from Adam, and the man 
clubbed the President and inflicted severe 
injury upon him. Obviously the man would 
have to be hanged, although the offense 
was one that if committed on another per- 
son would be punished only by fine or im- 
prisonment, 

Mr. Spooner (Wis.) spoke in support of 
the measure to-day, dealing especially with 
the legal and constitutional questions in- 
volved. Reply ng to the argument of Mr. 
Bacon, Mr. Spooner said it did not follow 
that, because under the act of Edward I[Ik, 
assassination of the King of England or at- 
tempted assassination ot the King, was 
treason, the assassination of the President 
of the United States was treason. An as- 
sault upon the President, however, Was a 
crime against the Government, and he did 
not think the Government was disabled by 
the Constitution from punishing it as a 
crime,

would be an impotent Government, unable 
to protect itself against obvious crimes, 
endangering our institutions, and obstruct- 
ing the operations of the Government.”

PLAN AND SCOPE 


J. S. Kennedy’s Testimony Before 
United States Commission. 


Company Suggested to Benefit Great 
Northern Stockholders—Northern 
Pacific Admitted to Pre- 
vent “Attacks.” 


Two important facts were brought out in 
the testimony of John S. Kennedy, the 
banker and capitalist, before the United 
States Commission inquiring into the 
Northern Securities Company merger at 
the hearing yesterday. The first of these 
points was that the formation of a hold- 
ing company was originally planned some 
years ago, primarily to retain in block the 
shares of eertain large stockholders in the 
Great Northern Railroad. 

The plan of permitting shareholders of 
the Northern Pacific Railroad to come into 
the holding concern, according to Mr. Ken- 
nedy, was decided upon that a repetition 


of *‘such an attack as that of last May”’ 
might be perpetually prevented. 

The last hearing yesterday was con- 
ducted by Willlam A. Lancaster of Min- 
neapolis. He was assisted by A. W. Bulk- 
ley, a Chicago lawyer, and M. H. Boutelle. 
The Northern Securities Company was rep- 
resented by Col. W. P. Clough, a Vice 
President and counsel; Francis Lynde Stet- 
son, and Francis H. Kellogg. The hearing 
Was an outcome of the suit brought in the 
Minnesota Circuit of the United States 
Court by Peter Power to dissolve the mer- 
ger of the Great Northern and the North- 
ern Pacific Railroads. The proceedings 
were held in the offices of Lamb & Guern- 
sey, 155 Broadway.

Annual Report of the Texas and Pacific 
—The Increase in Earnings—The 
Company’s Hospital. 


The Texas and Pacific Railway Company, 
one of the lines composing the Gould sys- 
tem, yesterday published its annual report 
for the year ended Dec. 31, 1901. The report 
contains some unique features, among 
them an account of the operations of the 
railroad’s hospital at Marshall, Tex., which 
handled 2,773 patients last year, out of 
which number 14 died.

SCANDAL OVER AMENDED BILL. 


Changes in Breokiyn Magistrate Meas- 
ure Before the Senate Were Made 


Anonymously. 
Specia: to Lhe New York Times. 

ALBANY, N. Y., March 19.—A scandal 
Was developed here to-day over the Brook- 
iyn Magistrates bill. The bill appeared on 
the Senate files to-day, amended in several 
important particulars. The amendments 
had not been agreed to by the Senate, and 
Senator Stranahan denied that the Cities 
Committee was responsible for or had any 
knowledge of them. 

Yesterday afternoon Senator Fuller at- 
tempted, on the floor of the Senate, to 
amend the bill, or, rather, to hand in a new 
one. Senator McCarren objected, saying 
the bill was a political measure, and if 
Senator Fuller wished to make amendments 
he could just as well do it through the 
Cities Committee. Senator Fuller was com- 
pelled to yield to the suggestion. 

The new proposal to-day appeared in the 
newly printed form, with a new number. 
The new number also was entered upon the 
Senate books. The principal change made 
in the measure was elimination of the re- 
quirement in the charter that the person to 
be appointed a Magistrate must have been 
a lawyer of five years’ practice. The pro- 
vision that the Mayor may appoint any of 
the persons chosen at the “ election or at- 
tempted election last Fall,"’ also is elimi- 
nated. This gives power to the Mayor to 
appoint anybody, lawyer or layman. 


Brooklyn Magistrates to be Appointed. 

It has been published that Senator Fuller 
introduced a bill at Albany providing that 
in Brooklyn the terms of the eight City 
Magistrates appointed by Mayor Van Wyck 
just before he went out of office shall ex- 
on Dee. 31 next, and that their suc- 
eessors shall be elected at the next general 
election.

Shut Out of Germany by Prohibi- 
tion of Certain Preservatives. 


Col. J. F. Hobbs Says Only Those Are 
Declared Against Which Are Used 
in This Country—Secretary 
Wilson May Act.

Col. John F. Hobbs. editor 
tional Provisioner, to whom prominent 
meat shipping companies yesterday referred 
all inquirers about the German Govern- 
ment’s new decree in regard to meats, de- 
clared last night that the decree practical- 
ly barred American meats from Germany. 
The decree prohibits the use of borax and 
boraciec acid to preserve meats. Col. Hobbs 
said in part: 

“This is the shrewdest trade move Ger- 
many has ever made. It will destroy prac- 
tically the American meat trade with Ger- 
many and place it in the hands of the 
agrarians. In a word, it says to the Ger- 
man people, ‘ Buy your meats of the agrar- 
ians, or starve.’ 

‘Germany has reason to discriminate in 
the matter of preservatives because many 
of the chemicais used for the purpose are 
harmful, but to decree that borax or boracic 
acid should not be used is simply evidence 
of the insincerity of Germany's move as 
her own commission and her own scientists 
have ascertained the harmlessness of borax. 
The only American meat which is not thus 
shut out is the thoroughly cured salt ham. 
lt operates against pork, mild-cured ham, 
bacon, pickled pork, barreled beef, and sau- 
sage. In the matter of sausage exports 
alone from 20,000,000 to 30,000,000 pounds 
annually are affected. 

The amount of boracic acid in the solu- 
tion used on meats is hardly more than one- 
fourth of 1 per cent, and may be blown off 
and washed off before the meat is offered 
American exports of fresh beef to 
Germany have been cut off already by rea- 
son of the stipulation that the organs of 
the animals be exposed. When frozen beef 
with the organs exposed is defrosted de- 
composition sets in and the meat is spoiled. 

Last year there were 19,000,000 pounds of 
bacon, 7,500,000 of salted, pickled, and other 
cured beef, and %,500,000 pounds of salted 
and pickled pork shipped to Germany. 
When this decree goes into effect, on Oct. 
1 next, preventing the import of meats 
preserved with boracic acid, it will thus 
loss of millions of dollars annual- 
ly to the meat and live stock interests of 
this country. 

“There would be 
saying that anybody might go to the 
pole who wanted to, but that those 
went must not wear clothing. 

‘The truth is that Germany is mortally 
afraid of America’s position in the field of 
world trade and that therein is the reason 
why restriction after restriction has been 
placed upon American products. The cul- 
mination is reached in this decree. That it 
is a subterfuge to avoid a tariff war is ap- 
parent in that American meats are not 
mentioned specifically and the terms of the 
decree theoretically applied to the import 
of all foreign meats into Germany. As a 
matter of fact it only hits this country.” 

The decree, which was signed by the 
Emperor on Feb. 16 of this year, provides 
in part as follows: 

‘In the preparation of meat in the ordi- 
nary way of trade, no substances or pro- 
cesses must be used which are capable of 
imparting to the goods properties injurious 
to health. It is prohibited to import meat 
so treated from abroad, and to offer the 
same for sale or to trade therein.”’ 

The Federal Council decided that this 
provision applied to the use of boracic acid 
and its salts in the preservation of meats. 
Col. Hobbs said further: 

It might be stated here that the great 
sin of German curing is that the provision 
men there cure their hams with sulphur 
fumes and coal tar. In this country it is 
usual to employ different woods, often 
high-priced woods, in the curing process, 
and the use of coal tar is ordinarily avoid- 
ed. The influence of American meat in- 
terests owe it to themselves to resent this 
discrimination on the part of the German 
Government.”

WASHINGTON, March 19.—The Secre- 
tary of Agriculture is not yet in possession 
of precise information as to the reported 
decree of the German Government with 
reference to American meats. Until he is 
fully informed as to what action has been 


taken by the German Government he pre- 
fers not to make any statement for publica- 
tion. He said to-night that the Adminis- 
tration naturally would take cognizance of 
any step on the part of Germany which 
would affect the exports io that country of 
American fresh meats. 

Whether anything had been done that 
would call for protest or reprisals could 
not be determined until more definite news 
shall come from Berlin. Mr. Wilson said 
the matter had not been brought to his at- 
tention in an official way, and so far as he 
was aware, no official notice had been ta- 
ken of the press dispatches relating to the 
reported decree.

Wind Reached a Velocity of Sev- 
enty-four Miles an Hour. 


Persons on the Street Swept from Their 
Feet, Roofs Blown Off, and Naviga- 
tion on the Bay Stopped. 


Pedestrians in New York City yesterday 
had a hard time moving about. The wind 
blew a gale, and men and women in the 
streets were blown hither and thither. The 
velocity of the wind was highest at about 
9 o’clock in the morning, when seventy-four 
miles an hour was registered at the Weath- 
er Bureau. At 12:30 it was snowing hard 
in Harlem, while it was perfectly clear in 
the lower portion of the island; but it was 
not long before the flakes began falling 
in City Hall Park and down as far as 
Governors Island. The wind was blowing 
so strongly, though, that the snow did not 
seem to fall but to be running through the 
air horizontally. 

The snowfall lasted only a few minutes. 
Then the air was clear for ten minutes, and 


the scurrying of white flakes through the 
air began again. The snow was blown 
against the windows of high office build- 
ings down town as if it were particles of 
sand. The scene from the upper floors of 
these buildings was one which old New 
Yorkers said was almost unprecedented. 
The gale put an almost complete stop to 
navigation in the harbor for a few hours. 
Tugboat Captains snuggled their vessels 
_ slips and refused to venture out. One 
Captain received a telephone message ask- 
ing him to come immediately to a certain 
pier and tow a ship to another pier where 
the crew would be less exposed to the wind 
in unloading her cargo, but he refused to 


0. 

When the storm was at its worst a little 
tug was struggling with a steamship at a 
pier in Brooklyn. The owner came out on 
the dock and said to the Captain of the tug: 

‘You can't take this boat out in such a 
storm as this. If you lost your line you 
could never catch her again.”’ 

The fleet of sailing craft anchored in the 
upper bay suffered. The wind churned up 
the water and set a nasty sea running, and 
the vessels near Liberty Island dragged 
their anchors and their crews were kept 
busy putting out extra drags. The big five- 
masted schooner Governor Ames drifted 
rapidly down toward Governors Island 
Finally her anchor fouled the Commercial 
Cable Company's cable, and at that point 
she rode out the gale. 

The discomforts of pushing along’ the 
streets against the wind drove everybody in 
doors except such as were compelled to be 
about. Many of these were knocked down. 
3oxes and ash pans all over the city were 
blown about in the streets. Dust and sand 
were flying in the air a great part of the 
time, and great numbers of persons com- 
plained of injury to their eyes. 

Mrs. Mary Shamnay of S6A Clinton Ave- 
nue, Jersey City, was knocked down by 
the wind in front of the First National 
Bank Building, 2 Wall Street, and had to 
be taken to the Hudson Street Hospital. 
Mrs. Nora Cummings of Morris Avenue, 
Jersey City Heights, was knocked down by 
the wind near the Chambers Street Ferry. 
She received a lacerated scalp wound. 

During the heavy blow the westerly roof 
of the Third Avenue elevated railroad sta- 
tion at Grand Street was laid bare for 
about fifty feet. The tin covering was 
lifted from its fastenings and thrown over 
the apex of the ticket house to the east- 
erly side of the station. The tar paper 
covering the roof was then torn away and 
blown into the street. No one was in- 
jured, though several had narrow escapes 
from being hit by the flying pieces of tar 
paper and tin. 

About 8 o'clock in the afternoon the wind 
lifted and tore from its fastenings the roof 
of a building used as a paint shop on the 
northwestern corner of the grounds at 
Bellevue Hospital. No one here was hurt. 
The Weather Bureau described the storm 
as *“‘ snow squalls.’’ New York was getting 
the edge of a storm which was raging in 
New England. 

The Western Union and Postal Telegraph 
Companies reported last night that the 
high wind had interfered but (tittle with 
their wire service. What inconvenience 
there was was caused by loose wires becom- 
ing crossed, thereby causing some confu- 
sion of signals. The crossing of wires was 
confined to no particular locality.

WINSTED, Conn., March 19.—A gale bor- 
dering on a hurricane wrought great dam- 
age in Winsted this afternoon, but no lives 
were lost, although several people had nar- 


row escapes from death. The four-story 
Dudley block on West Main Street was un- 
roofed, as were also the Central New Eng- 
land Railroad station at West Winsted, 
and the residences of Superintendent of the 
Water Works George L. Andrews, on Mead- 
ow Street, and James L. Dean, on Elm 
Street. 

Four thousand square feet of tin roof on 
the Dudley block and two chimneys were 
wrenched from their fastening and deposit- 
ed in Main Street. Three’ tinsmiths 
were about to climb through a scuttle on 
the roof when the wind carried it off.

husband, Chester Burnell Duryea, son of 
Hiram Duryea, who organized the 
Trust, were filed in the Supreme 
yesterday in connection with a mo- 
made before Justice Gildersleeve 
for the plaintiff applying for the 
issuance of a commission to take the testi- 
mony of Mrs. Wetherspoon- ne a wit- 
ness who is now living at Cairo, Egypt. 
Mrs. Duryea’s complaint, which seca 
a number, of affidavits of her friends and 
relatives, that shortly after her 
marriage husband began a course of 
cruel and inhuman treatment toward her, 
which continued up the time she left 
him in September last. One of the first of 
these is alleged to have taken place 
about two months after the marriage. Mrs. 
Duryea says that on the day referred to 
her husband, “after several violent out- 
bursts of temper, shook his clenched fist in 
her face her names.” After 
luncheon on that day she says he refused to 
speak to her, and that when she Bie sorted 
remonstrated her flew into 
violent rage, seized her by throat, ae 
violently forced her back the oak 
paneling, causing the back of her head to 
strike violently against the wall 

On another occas the complaint states, 
when Mrs. Durvea with her 
husband he “flew into a rage”’ and told 
that she had * the face of a criminal,’ 
that later, “after retiring to her 
his rage was that he hit 
pillow, wpon which plaintiff was 
with fist, and fear was 
great that she

She alleges that at one time 
her husband said to her that “he would 
not have a manservant in the house, be- 
cause the plaintiff was the kind of woman 
who would elope with her own butler.’ 

_In her complaint Mrs. Duryea tells x = 
fancy dress ball she attended on Feb. 
1890, and said that in a public room on eet 
oecasion her husband had so humbled her 
by his remarks that she had been obliged 
to leave the ball, and as a result was 
confined to her bed for seven weeks. In 
another portion of her complaint Mrs. Dur- 
yea accuses her husband. of carrying on 
a desperate flirtation with his sister-in- 
law, Mrs. H. H. Duryea. The complainant 
states that her husbands has an income 
of between $15,000 and $20,000 a year. 

Attached to Mrs. Duryea’s complaint is 
an affidavit of Mrs. Leila Wetherspoon- 
Asser. In this affidavit Mrs. Wetherspoon- 
Asser says that during a visit she made 
to the camp of Gen. Hiram Duryea in the 
Adirondacks she had seen Mr. Duryea on 
one occasion apparently intoxicated. Mrs. 
Duryea, who had also seen Mr. Duryea on 
the occasion referred to, had said at that 
time: *‘ Alas, it is not the first time I have 
seen my husband drunk.’ This, Mrs. Weth- 
erspoon-Asser declares, was the only crit- 
icism she had ever heard Mrs. Duryea 
pass on the actions of the latter's husband. 

Mr. Duryea, in an answer filed to his 
wife's complaint, denies her charges of 
cruelty. He admits that at times * under 
great provocation from his wife’’ he had 
become angry with her and out of patience 
when he was in bad health and under great 
pressure of business and anxiety. He also 
admits that he once said to a Mrs. Dun- 
ean that his wife was “a devil live 


with. 

Mr. Duryea states that before his mar- 
riage there was an agreement between him- 
self and his wife that her mother, Mrs. 
Franklin Waldo Smith of Boston, should 
spend at least two months with them each 
year. He says that his mother-in-law was 
totally deaf and could only understand the 
“lip language,” as practiced by his wife, 
and that shortly after Mrs. Smith went 
to live with them, Mrs. Duryea began us- 
ing her mother's deafness and the latter's 
ability to understand her, and not Kim, as 
a means of prejudicing his mother-in-law 
against him. He says that at one time his 
mother-in-law became ill and he prepared 
special food for her and fed her with a 
spoon. It was his careful nursing, he said, 
that saved her life. 

Referring to the fancy 
defendant asserts that his wife 
at the time, and that he had 
not to go to the dance for the reason that 
her costume necessitated low neck, bare 
urms, and short skirt. She insisted on go- 
ing, and the next day developed measles 
and then pleurisy. He said that it was only 
his careful nursing of her for weeks that 
saved her life.

THE PENNSYLVANIA’S TUNNEL BILL. 

A very simple amendment will bring 
the Pennsylvania’s tunnel bill into har- 
mony with the spirit of the charter and 
the established policy of the city. 

Mr. BOARDMAN, one of the counsel of 
the Rapid Transit Commissioners, says 
that it was necessary to make this bill a 
general measure, as a bill giving a fran- 
chige to the Pennsylvania Railroad in cer- 
tain specified localities would be in con- 
flict with the Constitution. That is true. 
Yet the Legislature is continually dodg- 
ing the constitutional prohibition of spe- 
cial legislation. If it could not be dodged 
we should often find ourselves in serious 

_embarrassment. The device of dividing 
the cities of the State into classes, New 
York standing in the first class by itself, 
is one of the many ways in which this 
provision is innocently evaded. 

For the purposes of its tunnel and its 
terminal the Pennsylvania Railroad re- 
quires a franchise to construct and oper- 
ate an.underground road and station in 
the territory bounded by Thirty-second 
and Thirty-third Streets, Seventh Ave- 
nue and the North River. We have 
pointed out that in the nature of things 
this franchise mlust be made an excep- 
tion to the charter policy prohibiting 
grants in perpetuity. But being required 
to give authority for granting such a 
franchise in the limited territory we have 
described, the authors of this bill have 
restored to the Board of Aldermen those 
great powers for grants all over the city 
whigh, with much labor and care, the 
people of the city have succeeded in tak- 
ing away from it. This’ bill enables the 
Aldermen. to grant franchises in perpe-

the city, under conditions of annual 
compensation much more favorable than 
those fixed in the charter. 

If the authors of the bill have by mere 
clumsiness given it this wide and unnec- 
essary scope, they will, of course, be 
grateful for suggestions of amendment 
which will limit it to its proper purpose. 
If, on the other hand, they have furtive- 
ly sought to obtain privileges which the 
city has determined it to be unwise to 
grant, then they and their clients must 
reckon with the people, whose remon- 
strance, we suppose, will be heard in the 
Mayor’s office to-morrow morning at the 
charter hearing. 

An amendment to the bill putting it in 
such form that it would confer upon the 
Board of Aldermen the power to grant 
to any railroad running from a point 
within the city to points outside, form- 
ing a continuous line, a permanent fran- 
chise to construct and operate a tunnel 
road and underground station not to ex- 
tend more than, say, 4,000 feet from the 
water front—if that be the distance from 
the Hudson to Seventh Avenue—any tun- 
nels or branches beyond that limit to be 
subject to the provisions of Section 73 of 
the charter, which forbids perpetual 
grants and fixes annual compensation,

Those who pay attention to such mat- 
ters are aware that no municipal institu- 
tion was more completely Tammanyized 
under the late administration than the

Garden, ever:"body agreed that it was a 


| happy thought to convert its site into a 


resort for pleasure and_ instruction, 
which should also come to have a high 
scientific value. For this purpose an ex- 
pert of high standing and of intelligent 
enthusiasm in his calling was procured, 
and the Aquarium began its history un- 
der happy auspices. But of course Tam- 
many has no more use for science than it 
has for art or for any other manifesta- 
tion of civilization. The expert was put 
out of the management of the place. In 
his stead was put a common Tammany 
politician, who proceeded to degrade it, 
as he could not help doing. 

Of course, putting such a man out and 
putting a better man in is simple enough. 
But the Park Department has very wise- 
ly concluded that that is not sufficient. 
The institution must not only be taken 
“out of politics,” but kept out. And the 
most promising means to this end is to 
do with it what has been done with the 
Museum of Art and the Museum of Nat- 
ural History, and to intrust the manage- 
ment of it to a body of citizens of high 
character and special interest in its pur- 
pose. 

That is the object of the bill which has 
been introduced and is now pending at 
Albany “to authorize a further appro- 
priation for the New York Zoological 
Society for the support of the New York 
Aquarium.’ The measure empowers the 
Board of Estimate to hand over the man- 
agement of the Aquarium to the society 
and to make an appropriation of $50,000 
annually for the support of the Aqua- 
rium, to be expended under the direction 
of the society. The enactment would 
give us a permanent guarantee of hon- 
esty and competency in the manage- 
ment, and would render the institution 
inaccessible to the spoilsmen, even in 
the event of another term of Tammany. 
That it is a “ self-denying ordinance ” on 
the part of the Park Department, which 
puts the “ patronage”’ of the Aquarium 
out of its own hands, should increase our 
gratitude to that department for pro- 
posing so rational and promising a 
scheme, which has worked so well in 
those institutions in which it has been 
tried. The bill should become law with- 
out delay and without opposition. 


COLONIZING THE TROPICS. 

The rapid increase of population in 
Europe, with the exception of France, 
makes the question of the adaptation of 
Europeans to life in the tropics more 
important than ever. We see Germany 
and Italy, following the lead of Great 
Britain, looking about the world for 
colonies where their surplus population 
can found new homes. Italy’s attempt 
to encroach on Abyssinia, Germany's 
colonies in the South Pacific, and the 
ever-renewed suggestions in some of 
the German papers that South America 
ought to yield colonies to the father- 
land, as well as Holland's model ad- 
ministration of Java, are so many sign- 
posts which point the way that Euro- 
pean thoughts on the subject of colo- 
nization are tending. It is hardly neces- 
sary to recall the dreams of CrcIL 
Ruopes of an occupation of the whole of 
Africa by the English, the entering 
wedge to be the railway from Cairo to 
the Cape. 

Had it not been for this ambition, it 
is safe to say that there would have 
been no South African war in our time 


tuity for underground roads anywhere in | and perhaps the natural movement of 


colonization would have made any such 
conflict later impossible. 

The possibility of Europeans laboring 
and bringing up children in tropical 
climates is the question of questions on 
which colonization of a permanent sort 
hinges. Is the climate of the tropics 
fatal in the long run to Europeans? Dr. 
J. MYLEvs contributed an article to Vom 
Fels zum Meer in which he argued that 
tropical climates constitute a barrier not 
to be surmounted, owing to the high 
death rate of children among European 
settlers, the necessity Europeans are un- 
der to live without physical labor, and 
the temptations offered them to spend 
immoral lives. In general, as regards 
India, this is the impression one gets 
from KIPLING’s novels and romances. 
But there are other views of all this 
which put a very different aspect on the 
matter. 

Capt. Fepor Scuunze of Java, who 
has lived more than forty years in India 
and the Malay Archipelago, disputes the 
conclusions of MyLeus in a recent letter 
to The Bulletin of Ethnology. Europeans 
suffer from fewer diseases in the tropics 
than at home, owing to their life in the 
open air, provided they observe certain 
precautions. To acclimate themselves 
they have merely to seek first the higher 
lands, the plateaus and mountains found 
in almost all the colonies. The earlier 
settlers loafed because they had an idea 
that whites should not lower themselves 
in the eyes of the natives by labor. They 
fell sick because they did not have 
hygienic surroundings and indulged in 
the heavy drinking and eating which 
was their habit in Europe. They were 
prolific, and their children would have 
done well had they cared for them prop- 
erly and provided good schools. Now 
they drink little, do not overeat them- 
selves, have hygienic homes, and protect 
their children from the ignorance of 
native help. The consequence is that 
the whites are thriving. Moreover, they 
are at work; and according to Capt. 
SCHULZE the whites can labor eight hours 
a day, even in the fields, if they observe 
the rule to divide the working hours 
into early morning and late afternoon 
stints. 

Capt. ScHULZE believes that apart from 
cities where the natives are crowded to- 
gether the healthfulness in the tropics 
is better than in Europe. Children’s 
diseases are rare and their mental qual- 
ities fully equal to those of Europeans 
under proper instructors. Malaria exists 
in the rice-growing districts and in 
swampy regions, but the same is true in 
Europe. He thinks the tropics have a 
bad name because the English have been 
slow to adapt their houses, dress, food 
and drink, and customs to the tropical 
or subtropical climates. In Java _ the 
Hollanders and white men of other na- 
tionalities labor in factories eight hours 
a day without harm to their health. 
Taking the Dutch statistics as a basis, 
he puts different nations in the follow- 
ing rank in the order of ease of acclima- 
tion: Chinese, Germans, Portuguese, 
Spaniards, Frenchmen, Italians, Hol- 
landers, and Englishmen. 

If he is right and Dr. MyLevus wrong, 
the barrier to the permanent settlement 
of Africa and the East Indies by white 
men does not really exist, unless the lat- 
ter insist on ignoring his three rules of 
(1) sufficient and fitting nourishment, 
(2) rest after exacting labor, and (3) a 
minimum of alcohol. 

Moreover, the permanent settlement of 
the Philippines by settlers from the 
United States has a much more hopeful 
look, for conditions of climate in the 
Philippines are much more favorable to 
men of the temperate zone than in In- 
dia, Java, New Guinea, and Borneo, 
where the British, Dutch, and Germans 
are permanently established. With the 
results of experience in these places to 
guide them, it may be that white men 
can colonize Africa and South America on 
the equator and the overpopulation of 
the northern temperate zone may cease 
to be a bugbear as anxious statesmen 
peer into the future. It does not solve 
the vexatious question, which is here 
with us in our Southern States, how 
whites and the dark-skinned races are to 
co-exist for long periods without un- 
fortunate effects from race antipathies, 
but it does something to remove the 
greatest objection to a colonization of 
the tropics. 


FICTION IN LIBRARIES. 

In his address before the librarians a 
few days ago Mr. ANDREW CARNEGIE 
said some curious things about the in- 
fluence of books through mere 
imity, even when unread. He also ex- 
pressed views about fiction which would 
scartely bear the test of critical exam- 
ination. Admitting that he would be 
willing to provide fiction for the benefit 
of the mass who can read nothing else 
with pleasure or profit, he said: ** But I 
believe that if a man gives his fortune 
to endow libraries, he might do well to 
bar fiction less than three years old.” 

It would not be fair to a man of Mr. 
CARNEGIEF’S temperament to take him too 
literally—nor, for that matter, 
riously. He has a lively fancy, 
rather enjoys saying unexpected things, 
which perhaps he would be sorry to 
have remembered as expressing his set- 
tled convictions. What we have quoted 
is a case in point. A great deal of mod- 
ern fiction is in the highest degree edu- 
cational. Indeed, it is the favorite meth- 
od of influencing public opinion on most 
of the great social problems of the time. 
Some romances, though perhaps not 
many, are epochmaking and set in mo- 
tion great reform movements’ which 
could not have been started so quickly 
or so powerfully in any other way. Not 
a few of the romances which have exer- 
cised an immediate and potent influence 
upon public opinion have in three years 
become classics, and thereafter are read 
as such by a steadily diminishing circle. 
While it is true that the average reader

of fiction seeks only entertainment, it is 
equally true that if his selection is good 
he imbibes with his pleasure many of 
thé elements of a liberal education, and 
that it leaves him better prepared for 
“solid” reading than he would be if he 
read no fiction. Too highly concentrated 
nutriment does not always nourish. 
Some years ago it was found that the 
animals in the London Zoo were becom- 
ing mangy and generally out of condi- 
tion. 
this led a wise naturalist to the conclu- 
sion that it was because they were fed 
wholly on dressed meat and needed the 
innutritious fur and feathers of their 
natural prey for “filling.’’ When fed 
on undressed animal food they got well 
again very quickly. Perhaps an analogy 
to this may be found in general, as con- 
trasted with strictly selected, reading. 
Another consideration which seems to 
have escaped Mr. CARNEGIE’s attention 
is this: To promote the cause of popular 
education it is necessary to cultivate the 
reading habit among those who lack it. 
If the impression should gain ground 
that the Carnegie libraries contained only 
classics and works of reference, and that 
the books which are talked about can- 
not be found there until they are for- 
gotten, very few of those who should 
cultivate the reading habit Will be likely 
to feel that they care to visit them or 
make use of their facilities. While a 
discreet supervision of purchases should, 
as far as possible, exclude the worthless 
fiction of the day from the standard 
libraries, a very much wiser rule than 
that which Mr. CARNEGIE suggested 
would prescribe the triennial weeding- 
out process, to the end that books of 
transient and short-lived interest may 
give place to those which give promise 
of greater usefulness and permanence.

So far as the public is 
aware, no one else has ever been called upon 
for an opinion professionally, and even the 
extent to which the reference to these two 
engineers has gone is more or less indirect, 
or a matter of doubt. .Mr. ARNOLD has 
certainly done some work for the company, 
and he is an outspoken advocate of the 
adoption of electricity for traction. The 
New York Central owes it to the electrical 
profession at least to give up the name of 
the electrical engineer who, according to 
it, is literally ‘fouling his own nest.’ We 


hear the view freely expressed in electrical 


circles that the company has never had 
any such advice from any electrical engi- 
neer whose professional opinion is worth

How men who claim to 
be “sportsmen ”’ can resort to such a plea 
as that, ranking them as it does with the 
employés in abattoirs, may be com- 
prehensible to the aristocratic mem- 
bers of the Cartaret and Westminster 
Gun Clubs, and to the tradesmen interested 
in the profits of the Inter-State Park, but 
it passes the understanding of ordinary 
people. Public sentiment in New York has 
been thoroughly awakened in regard to pig- 
eon shooting and there is not the slightest 
chance that it will ever be permitted here 
again. For a while longer its more shame-

CONDITIONAL SALES. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Among measures pending in the Legis- 
lature and which will probably become laws 
there is an amendment of the lien law ir- 
troduced by Mr. Harris Wilson, Original 
No. 85, which interests owners of real es- 
tate and institutions and individuals con- 
cerned in buildiiig and in loaning money on 
mortgage. 

This bill amends the sections of the lien 
law referring to conditional sales by com- 
pelling the vendor to file the contracts and 
index them against the property to which 
the articles sold conditionally are to be at- 
tached. 

When the law permitting and 
contracts of conditional sale was 
its chief objects were to give to persons 
dealing with the vendee in possession no- 
tice of the terms of the contract and that 
the latter had no absolute title until he 
paid for the chattels. It was a test of 
good faith as between the vendor and per- 
sons dealing with the vendee. 

The vendor discovered sooner or later 
that the filing of the contract of condition- 
al sale was objectionable to his customer. 
The vendee would not buy if there were a 
record of the fact that he had no title to 
the chattels until he should pay for them 
Perhaps he did not intend to pay. Perhaps 
he was simply indifferent. In either case 
the vendor yielded to his solicitations and 
did not file the contract. Thus the pur- 
chaser in good faith was deceived as to the 
fact of ownership. 

A succession of amendments to the law 
then followed, constituting exceptions to 
the salutary rule. Bearing in mind the 
object of the law, it is clear that this was 
frustrated by the multiplicity of exceptions. 
The practical consequence has been loss to 
the honest buyer. Where the contractor is

for an apartment house and proceeds to 
attach them to the building. The contract 
of sale is exchanged pursuant to law, but 
the vendor does not file it, so that notice of 
the condition is not given to the party who 
buys the house, and it happens that after 
the building is sold the dealer who sold the 


| tubs for which the contractor fails to pay 


calmly removes them. He will return the 
tubs if the innocent party pays his charges. 

Is this fair dealing? 

Mr. Wilson’s bill puts an end to this 
game and notifies the buyer by means of 
the record that.the builder has not an ab- 
solute title, but owes part or all the pur- 
chase money to the material men. When 
the buyer's counsel examines the records 
for liens against the property, the contracts

provision for their payment out of the pur- 
chase money is readily made, precisely as 
taxes, mortgages, and other liens are ascer- 
tained and adjusted. 
Strange to say, reputable 
have opposed the bill. They are afraid that 
their business would suffer if they did not 
continue selling goods to contractors whose 
credit is delicate. But it is the material 
man’s duty to deal honestly, and not to as- 
sist deception. It is his privilege to sell to 
anybody on credit, but then he must sell 
absolutely. He ought not to be permitted 
to play fast and loose, to keep his contract 
in the safe instead of filing it, so to 
notify those dealing with the contractor. 
He ought not to help a weak or dishonest 
contractor in a course of deception injuri- 
ous to mortgagee or purchaser And, as 
an actual fact, he will fare better under 
the condition which the Legislature again 
imposes—that the contract of sale be filed 
effectually.

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A BRITISH LITERARY PAINTER. 


The Picture by Sir Philip Burne-Jones 
That Suggested “ The Vampire.” 


There are artists who steal into notice 
because it is found that certain collectors, 
whose attention has been called their way. 
by fellow-craftsmen or by critics, have been 
purchasing the works of the favored ones, 
whereupon other collectors rush in and the 
art dealers discover that it is safe to vente 
ure. There are others who float into notice 
buoyed up by some story or relationship 
that has little to do with the quality of 
their work. They achieve notoriety and are 
talked about for a time, but, as they have 
no body of convinced admirers behind 
them, soon become the victims of the crav- 
ing for a new sensation, and so disappear 
from the scene. 

Sir Philip Burne-Jones, Bart., has inher- 
ited from his distinguished father a title, 
but the awkward of a com- 
parison. Edward Burne-Jones was a fro- 
mantic and a literary painter, gifted with 
a style whose distinction lay in the study 
of line. He went to the early Italian paint- 
for composition and coloring and te 
the romantic poets of the Middle Ages for 
inspiration and for subjects. Without hav- 
ing the painter's love of painting’ for its 
own sake, or the eye of the colorist, he 
reached fame very deservedly for other 
qualities. If his figures were a trifle sug- 
gestive of those on old tapestries and hig 
belonged to a middle thing neither 
male nor female, yet were his compositions 
sweet and pathetic, lovely in drapery, re- 
fined, and remote from the hurly-burly of 
actual world. He was a poet and an 
illustrator of themes from the old romance. 
His son is an illustrator, but hardly a poet. 

Sir Philip's vogue in the press rests chief- 
picture called ‘‘ The Vampire,”’ 
said, was the original that 
the writing of some newspaper 
under that name by Mr. Rudyard 
Kipling, verses that read no better and no 
than such substitutes for poetry. 
commonly do. They are plainly written 
from no true emotion; they are hack work 
in verse in the style of Bulwer Lytton, with 
a coarse touch to make them seem modern. 
Sir Philip's illustration is quite as flat, 
unmoved, and untrue of ring as the vérses; 
it not represent Kipling’s idea any 
more than Kipling’s verses represent it; 
there is no vampire about it, also none of 
the suggestion in Kuipling's verse that the 
man—some man—any man, is the victim of 
the woman—some woman—any woman, who 
uses and abuses him and remains always an 
overrated enigma wno “ never could under- 
stand."’

Shadow of the Saint,” like the 
‘““Ave Stella Maris,"" comes dangerously 
near the ridiculous. It is St. Simeon Sty- 
lites, the champion sensationalist in Christ- 
tian hagiology, whose lean shadow as he 
stands on his column, falling on a meonlit 
wall, is to startle two girls returning from 
a feast. To do these girls justice, they 
look as if they were fresh from a Dorcas 
sewing circle, and they are not in the least 
startled—as why should they have been, 
seeing they lived in the same town with a 
tiresome sensation monger, who roosted for 
years on the top of a pillar in order to 
shirk work and have fools bring him his 
breakfast. 

No, Sir Philip as an illustrator should 
have stuck to black and white, for the 
wicked wiles of oil painting are beyond his 
skill. Even water colors are not propitious 
to his hand. The views of Asolo and Venice 
hardly reach mediocrity as water colorists 
go nowadays; they could scarcely pass the 
Acceptance Committee of the Society of 
Water Colorists, which yet accepts doleful 
things. The fact Is that Sir Philip is a lit- 
erary artist pure and simple, who depends 
entirely on the story or parable or symbol 
he illustrates, not on the artistic artful- 
ness of his brush. The best things among 
the twenty-six pictures are two portraits, 
one of Mr. Kipling, the other of Mr. Louis 
N. Parker. They are. straightforward, 
painstaking likenesses of the two authors 
which will please their respective relatives 
because they resemble the sitters ag much 
as a nicely colored photograph. It is un- 
fortunate that so much pother hag been 
raised in the papers about Sir Philip and his 
‘‘Vampire,”’ for expectation naturally rose 
mountains high, and all that appears is a 
little mouse of a talent, which seems to 
have lost its way.

The Russo-Chinese Bank Negotia- 
tions Suspended. 


Concessions as to Manchuria Granted 
and an Early Settlement of the 
Difficulty Expected.

LONDON, March 20.—Dr. Morrison, 
the Peking correspondent of The Times, 
Says the Russo-Chinese Bank negotia- 
tions for exclusive mining rights in Man- 
churia have been suspended since the 
United States note and the protests of 
Great Britain and Japan. 

The Russian Minister at Peking is now 
trying to persuade the Chinese that these 
negotiations were purely an affair of the 
Russo-Chinese Bank, and no concern of 
the Russian Government. 

The negotiations for the evacuation of 
Manchuria continue, says Dr. Morrison, 
Russia promising to withdraw the last 
batch of troops within eighteen months 
“if the state of the country permits.” 
China is dissatisfied with the vagueness 
of the qualifying phrase. 

Russia waives the stipulation forbid- 
ding the Chinese troops to use artillery, 
and consents to restore the Niu-Chwang 
Railway and to withdraw from Niu- 
Chwang on the abolition of the Tien- 
Tsin Provisional Government.

A RUSSO-FRENCH DECLARATION

The Two Powers Reserve the Right to 
Take Measures to Defend Their 
interests in China. 
8ST. PETERSBURG, March 19.—The Of- 
ficial Messenger will to-morrow print the 
text of a Russo-French joint declaration, 
sent on March 16 to the Austrian, Belgian, 
British, United States, Spanish, German, 
Italian, Dutch, Chinese, and Japanese Gov- 

ernments. The declaration is as follows: 

‘The allied Russo-French Governments 
are wholly pleased to discern that the 
Anglo-Japanrse convention supports the 
essential principles, which, according to 
the reiterated statements of France and 
Russia, constituted and still constitute the 
foundation of their policy. Both Govern- 
ments believe that the support of these 
principles is also a guarantee of their in- 
terests in the Far East. 

“They are compelled, however, not to 
lose from view the possibly inimical action 
of other powers or a repetition of disorders 
in China, possibly impairing China’s integ- 
rity and free development to the detriment 
of their reciprocal interests. They there- 
fore reserve to themselves the right to 
take measures to defend these interests.” 

The prefatory remarks are to the effect 
that Russia desires the maintenance of the 
status quo and the attainment of complete 
tranquillity in the Far East. 

PARIS,. March 20.—The morning papers 
here comment with much satisfaction and 
approval upon the Franco-Russian declara- 
tion concerning the British-Japanese con- 
vention. They consider that it strengthens 
the chances of lasting peace in the Far 
East by contributing to the establishment 
of the necessary balance of power. The 
declaration is regarded as a striking conse- 
cration of the Franco-Russian alliance.

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“KING OF PATAGONIA” DEAD. 


Achilles 1., Who Succeeded to the 
“Throne” in 1878, Held Court in a 
Modest Paris Apartment. 
PARIS, Marc’ 19.—Achilles IL, known as 
the “‘ King of Patagonia and Araucania," 

died here from pneumonia yesterday. 
Achilles, who held his Court in a modest 


apartment in the Place de la Nation, suc- 
ceeded his second cousin, Antoine I., on 
Sept. 17, 1878. Antoine, who was originally 
a lawyer at Périgueux, went to South 
America and claimed to have become King 
of Patagonia in 1861. Achilles, whose real 
name was Laviarde, accompanied Antoine 
on his travels, returned to Paris, and as- 
sumed the royal title on Antoine’s death.

What was at the meeting between 
the royal brothers is, of course, not a mat- 
ter concerning which those surrounding 
Emperor William and Prince Henry have 
been tuken into the royul confidence. It is 
known, however, that the brothers had a 
talk to-day lasting several hours, and that 
Prince Henry told the Emperor his experi- 
ences from the beginning to the end of his 
trip. 

The members of the Prince's party were 
much amused while on their travels at the 
calls of Speech!"’ from. the 
crowds collected at wuyside places, and the 
cries of ** How's your brother William?” 

The only occasion when the least alarm 
for the Prince's safety was felt was when 
a member of the party saw a man enter 
the Prince's car at one end while Prince 
Henry was on the platform at the other 
end bowing to the crowd. This man. was 
ordered out of the car. He hesitated, and 
then withdrew. A few minutes later he 
was seen working his way through the 
crowd in order to get nearer to the Prince. 
He wore a long coat, under which anything 
might have been concealed. A member of 
the Prince's staff pointed out this person to 
John E. Wilkie, Chief of the Secret Serv- 
ice, who accompanied the Prince on his 
trip, and who at once said: 

** Why, that is one of my men.” 

Prince Henry does not know why he did 
not visit the stock yards at Chicago, except 
that he was advised by Mr. Wilkie that it 
would be better to omit this part of the 
programme, us the Polish workmen at the 
stock yards might create a disturbance. 
Mr. Wilkie explained the reason of this 
change in the programme to the owner of 
the packing house to which it was intended 
the visit should be made, and, although ar- 
rangements were made for the Prince to 
see the packing houses privately, it was 
later found inconvenient for him to do so. 

Mr. Wilkie is spoken of in the warmest 
terms by Prince Henry's companions, on 
account of his discretion and his careful ar- 
rangements for the Prince's security. 

There was an awkward hitch in the dis- 
embarkation of Prince Henry from the 
Deutschland at Cuxhaven yesterday. A 
rickety landing stage, that could not be 
moved, had been built for the Prince’s de- 
scent from the liner, and it was found im- 
possible to shift the steamer so as to con- 
nect exactly with this structure. When 
the Emperor, who was waiting on the quay, 
perceived this difficulty he characterized 
the landing stage as an unseamanlike-look- 
ing affair, and began to give instructions 
as to how Prince Henry's landing should 
be made. He caused a gangplank to be 
lifted up to the height of the Deutschland’s 
lower deck, and down this Prince Henry 
walked to the quay. 

Emperor William received a 
telegraph message at 4 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon at Cuxhaven, from which it 
seemed that the Deutschland was ninety 
miles away, while as a matter of fact she 
was only twenty miles distant. The Em- 
peror and his staff then sat down to dine, 
believing that they had sufficient time to 
do so before the arrival of the steamer. 
When they were about half way through 
the menu news was brought that the 
Deutschland was in sight. Emperor Will- 
iam then stopped the dinner and hurried to 
the quay. There he had a long wait until 
the steamer docked. 

The Emperor spoke to Commander Bech- 
ler, the United States Naval Attaché at 
Berlin, who represented the American Em- 
bassy at Cuxhaven yesterday, about the 
wonderful reception Prince Henry had re- 
ceived in the United States.

COPENHAGEN, March 19.—The Lands- 
thing, (upper house,) in Committee of the 
Whole, and in ‘executive session, voted to- 
aay to ratify the treaty providing for the 
of the Danish West Indies to the 
United States.

Counsel for the Countess told how Lord 
and Lady De La Warr visited South Africa 
in 1880 and returned in 1900. Since the lat- 
ter year their relations had been most un- 
happy. Last June the respondent left the 
family mansion and had not since lived 
with his wife. ‘ 

In December the Countess wrote to “ My 
Dear Cantelupe,”’ inviting him to return.

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HENRY IRVING’S LECTURE. 


He Defends Shakespeare Against the 


Baconians. 
Special to The New York Times. 

PRINCETON, March 19.—Sir Henry Irv- 
ing delivered the third Trask lecture here 
this afternoon before the entire student 
body and several hundrd visitors. The sub- 
ject of his lecture was “The Bacon- 

| Shakespeare Controversy.”’ He took the 
| Shakespearean side of the dispute and lect- 
| ured in his robes as Doctor of Letters of 
| Cambridge University. Among other things 
j he said: 
| “It is contended by the Baconians that 
Bacon at the same time wrote Shakespeare 
; and Greene. Why, then, do we find such 
;} Wonderful writing in Shakespeare and, on 
| the other hand, such a poor quality in 
| Greene? Bacon, at the same time has been 
credited with Spenser's ‘Faerie Queene,’ and 
; certain works of Mariowe and _ others. 
These latter, though, are the collaborators 
ot Shakespearean history. Baconians say 
that there is no evidence that the young 
| Shakespeare could write at all, that he 
could even spell, but the contemporary 
| Writers, such as Webster, the dramatist, 
| have disproved this. ? 

“Ben Jonson asserts that Shakespeare 
could not spell even his own name correct- 
ly, and must have been illiterate. But the 
name has been spelled six different ways 
by the State authorities—Raleigh spelt his 

; name in five ways-—Bacon himself spells 

| his own name in two ways, so we may have 

| to learn yet who wrote Bacon, judging from 
the claim of illiteracy. 

‘I will defy any one to prove that Bacon 
had the dramatic power, the knowledge of 

| the stage, to have written the Shakespear- 
ean plays. What did Bacon know of stage 
art? His whole life's history is well known, 
and there is no evidence that he ever knew 
or had anything to do with the stage. The 
best writer in the world may not be able 
to write a play. ‘ Othello’ could have been 
written only by a stage craftsman: Shake- 
speare Was an actor and knew stage states- 
manship as well as a watchmaker knows a 
watch. Bacon had never had any experience 
on the stage. 

“The various hints contained in the 
plays, topics that would be discussed only 
by those interested with stage work. crop 
out in many cases. Shakespeare is always 
accurate in technicalities of the stage, 
while, on the other hand, his knowledge of 
legal terms, geography, and navigation is 
often ludicrous. Shakespeare sprang from 
the country and grew up with the people. 
Falstaff is a typical instance of the kind- 
hearted country booby. Why did not Ba- 
con say in his lifetime that he wrote 
Shakespeare? I do not shield Shakespeare; 
he does not need to be shielded against 
ignorance and malice.’

PATRICK DEFENSE RESTS| 


Defendant’s Lawyers Decline to | 
Submit Further Evidence. 


Sudden Action Taken at the Conclusion 
of Another Argument Between the 
Recorder and Attorney Moore. 


Lawyers Fred B. House, Robert M. Moore, 
and F. D. Turner, counsel for Albert T. 
Patrick, who is on trial charged with the 
murder of William Marsh Rice, suddenly 
closed their defense yesterday afternoon at 
2:52 o'clock by withdrawing from the stand 
the first of the numerous handwriting ex- 
perts they had said they would call. 

After the adjournment of court each of 
the three lawyers severely criticised Re- 
corder Goff for the manner in which they 
declared he had treated them and their 
witnesses. Mr. Moore declared the rights 
of witnesses for Patrick had not been re- 
spected; that counsel for the defense 


he and his associates did not believe they 
had received fair treatment at the hands of 
the court. 

Mr. Turner was even more emphatic in his 
denunciation. He criticised the Recorder's 
examination of the defense’s witnesses and 
his treatment of the defendant’s counsel, 

“The Recorder's rulings to-day were out- 
rageous,”’ said Mr. House, ‘“‘and will not 
stand—” 

“Oh, no; don’t say that,” broke in Mr. 
Moore; ‘we are not going to have to take 
the case up higher. We are going to get an 
acquittal.” 

“Yes, of course,” chimed Mr. 
“‘we are going to get an acquittal.” 

Assistant District Attorney Osborne 
clared the attitude and actions of the three 
lawyers for Patrick to be a bald and patent 
ruse to influence the jury. 2

Mr. Osborne continued his cross-examina- 
tion of Short at the opening of court.

“Mr, Moore, you are offending again, 
cautioned the court. *‘* I will not have these 
arguments. You cannot help your client 
by this unseemly conduct.

“That is all I want, ask for, or have a 
right to demand,”’ replied Mr. Moore.

This announcement took Mr. Osborne 
completely by surprise, and he said so, but 
telephoned to Morris Meyers to come to 
the court room. While awaiting the arrival 
of Meyers, Handwriting Expert David N. 
Carvalho was called to the stand. He said 
he had made long study of the composition 
of inks. Mr. Osborne wished to show by him 
that the ink with which Rice signed the 
admitted signatures on June 30, 1900, the 
date of the purported execution of the Pat- 
rick will. was different from that of the 
ink of the disputed will signatures. Mr. 
Moore strenuously objected. He was over- 
ruled. Mr. Carvalho was excused for a 
moment. Short, who was in the room dur- 
ing the argument upon the admissibility 
of the expert's testimony, was called to the 
stand, and asked about the inks with which 
Mr. Rice signed the will, as he claims, in 
his presence. Mr. Osborne could get noth- 
ing definite from him. Neither could Re- 
corder Goff after much questioning. Short 
said he could not remember. Mevers came 
in at this juncture, and was excluded from 
the room. 

During the court's examination of Short 
either Mr, Moore or Mr. House frequently 
objected. The court after several of these 
interruptions told Mr. Moore that if he un- 
derstood the proprieties he would not ob- 
ject but except to the court's questions. 
Meyers was then called to the stand, and 
the prosecutor was unable to get from him 
any positive statement as to whether or 
not Rice used different inks on signing 
the alleged will. 

Mr. IWouse, after Mr, Osborne had con- 
cluded, began the cross-examination of the 
witness by asking:

CITY’S EXORBITANT RENTALS. 


The Controller Reports on Properties 
Leased to the Municipality by 
State Senator Plunkitt. 
Controller Grout has received informa- 
tion that several leases held by State Sen- 
ator George W. Plunkitt were for long 
terms, and that the city was paying exor- 
bitant rentals. A particular place was men- 
tioned by the Controller's informant at 618 
West Fifty-second Street, which was leased 
to the Street Cleaning Department. The 
Controller found that this place was not 
occupied, and the Commissioner, Dr. Wood- 
bury, said he had no use for it in any way. 
This building was re-leased to the city on 
Dec. 20 last by the Sinking Fund Commis- 


sion. The Controller made an investigation 
ani reported to the Sinking Fund Commis- 
sion yesterday. His report, covering the 
Plunkitt properties, in substance is as fol- 
lows: 

Property at 612-614-616 West Fifty-second 
Street, leased until May 41, 1911, at $4,750 
per annum, 

Property 618 West Fifty-second Street, 
before referred to, deased until May 1, 1906. 
at $1,700 per annum. 

The Controller, upon reaching this prop- 
erty in his investigation, called in an ex- 
pert appraiser, and the expert’s valuation 
of the whole property is $52,000. With a 
rental based at 6 per cent. of the valuation, 
plus taxes, the expert says the rental 
sheuld be $3,560.28. The city is paying for 
these two properties the annual rental of 
$U.350. 

Continuing, the Controller reports: 

Property 625-627 West One Hundred and 
Thirtieth Street, leased until Aug. 1, 1904, 
at $5,000 per annum. Appraisal value, 
$43,000, appraiser's rental, $2,927.60. 

Property at 424-426 East Forty-eighth

per annum. Appraiser'’s valuation, $32,000; 
appraiser's rental, $2,198.08. 

roperty at 505-507-509 and property at 
913-513-515 East One Hundred and Sixteenth 
Street, at $5,000 and $2,600 respectively per 
annum. Leased until Nov. 1, 1910. Avprais- 
er's valuation on both properties. $63,500; 
appraiser's rental on both, $4,597.89. 

The total rental paid by the city is $23,050. 
The appraiser's rentals are $13,300. The
